SHOCK PROSTRATES WIFE 


Guards Ward Off Inquirers at 
Lake Shore Drive Residence; 
Inquest to Be Held 

 Poday. 


Nathaniel Ford Moore, 26 years old, son of 
James Hobart Moore, capitalist, and con- 
troller with his brother, W. H. Moore, of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rallroad, 
was found dead in bed in à resort at 2012 
Dearborn street yesterday afternoon, The 
place is owned by Victoria Shaw. 

No mark of violence was found on young 
Moore's body and his death is believed to have 
been caused by heart disease. The body was 
removed soon afterward to the young man's 
home, apartment 1, in the Marshall apart- 
ments (formerly No. 23) 1100 Lake Shore 
drive. 


Girl Identifies Body. 

The body was discovered shortly after 4 
o’clock by a young woman when she went to 
the room to awaken him. Whensheentered, 
the door being unlocked, she was unable te 
arouse him and found he wae dead. 

She found the body lying on the bed. The 
identification was made through letters and 
cards found in the clothing. 

One of the most pitiful incidente in the 
tragedy is the manner in which it was re- 
ceived by Mrs. Moore. The body was taken 
first to Jordan's undertaking establishment, 
From there a group of police officials, ac- 
companied by a representative of the under- 
taking company, went to the Lake Shore 
drive to acquaint Mrs. Moore with the facts. 

She swooned and has been under the care 
of physicians since. A representative of 
Jordan's remained at the apartments last 
night to care for the body. 

Efforts made to enter the house last night 
were of no avail. Neither would any one 

Mrs. Moore was formerly Miss Helen Far- 
go. a member of the well known Fargos of 
New York. She is said to have borne with

Vic Shaw denied with the greatest vehe- 
mence that Moore’s body had been taken 
from her establishment. 

“I was at the Studebaker theater last 
nischt,“ she said. I arrived home at 3 
o’clock* this morning, and I have been here 
ever since. I know Mr. Moore well. He was 
a fine fellow. The last time I saw him was 
the other night at the College Inn. He had 
not been at my house for over a month. 

No body was taken from my house to- 
day or any other time. Nobody has died in 


Jones, her husband, backed her up in this 
declaration. 

I have been here since (o' clock this after- 
noon myself, said Jones. The police must 
have some wrong information. My wife 
doesn’t have to lie and I don't believe she has 
lied.

ing vehemently that Moore had been inside

that he had been there about a month ago 
with a well known theatrical woman. 

“This place ig closed up,” she said. It 
has been closed all day long and all night 
long. I have been trying to get out of this 
business for a month. I want to lead a weer 
Ute,“ she protested, 


Husband Substantiates Her. 

She called her husband, Jones, to the tele- 
phone to substantiate her declaration. 

“I am over here tonight,” said Jones at 
1:30 o’clock thie morning, to attend to some 
business about getting my wife to close up 
this place. 

“I gold my place on the corner a week 
or 80 ago and I have been trying to have my 
wife quit for a long time. 

There haven't been any girls around here 
for several days.

Note Tells Joseph Noto He Must De- 


liver $500 or His Family Will Be 


Killed. 


Within forty-eight hours after Benedetto 
Cinene had been murdered by members of the 
Black Hand society, and twelve hours after 
the 104 Italians arrested on suspicion of con- 


‘nection with the crime had been released 


from custody, Joseph Noto, a butcher, who 
was a friend and neighbor of Cinene, received 
a Black Hand letter. 

Following is Noto’s own translation of the 
letter, which’ was written in Italian: 

Joseph Noto, 869 Milton avenue. 

Well, by order from the society, I want you to 
bring $500 on top bridge of Halsted street. 

If you don’t we cut your whole family in pieces. 
Well. the essociation want Monday, 1 o'clock, in 
the night. If you don’t every one dead. Every 
one killed. And that is one Black Hand. That is 
the way I'm going to kill you. 

Noto was asked if he had reported to the 
police the receipt of the latter. 

„O, no, no,” he said. I afraid to do that. 
They kill me just like Cinene. 

„ think the man who write this letter was 
locked up in the police station the other 
night. They know the police can no catch 
them. They don’t write letters like this in 
Italy because they are afraid of the law. I 
know Cinene eighteen years. He was a good 


man.

Spanish Envoy Requests Home 
Government to Retaliate. 


WHITE HOUSE FETE SCENE. 


Other Visiting Officials Also Take 
Offense at Treatment. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.~[Special.]— 
President Taft’s first reception at the White 
house has resulted in a diplomatic incident 


which may prove decidedly embarrassing to 


the representatives of the United States 
abroad. Marquis de Villalobar, the Spanish 
minister, has notified the government that 
he has communicated to Madrid a statement 
of the treatment he suffered at the reception 
and has requested the authorities there to be 
equally discourteous to the minister from 
the United States at the official enn 
of the court of King Alfonso, 

From reports which have been in eir- 
culation following the reception to the dip- 
lomatic corps on Tuesday night last it ap- 
pears that the president adopted a new plan 
of separating the ambassadors from the min- 
isters. The former were Invited to enter an 
inclosure in the blue room indicated by a 
velvet covered rope, which was guarded by 
an official of the White house. 


Marquis Forbidden to Enter, 

When thé minister from Spain had paid his 
respects to the president he started to join 
the ambassadors. He was haited and told he 
could not enter. The minister protested, and 
the White house official appealed to another 
officer for support. 

The latter listened to the representations 
of the Spanish minister, and then said, ac- 
cording to the report, that he would lay 
the matter before the president, the secre- 
tary of state not being present. Mr. Taft 
is said to have declined to permit the rule 
to be broken for the benefit of marquis de 
Villalobar beyond authorising him to speak 
to the ambassador with whom he desired to 
confer and then retire. 


Other Ministers Also Depart. 
This communication, according: to reports, 
further incensed the minister. He is report- 
ed to have declared that he would commu- 
nicate the facts of the indignity to his gov- 
ernment, and request that ft adopt the same 
attitude toward the American diplomatic 
representative. | 

The marquis left the White house in a 
huff, and other ministers, when denied ad- 
mission to the privileged space, also with- 
drew. It was remarked during the reception 
that there were comparatively few ministers 
present, and the explanation ig found in the 
foregoing ‘nc! incident.

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GEORGE FRANCIS BROWN DEAD 


Former Treasurer of Pullman Co. 
Suceumbs to Heart Disease. 


WAS BORN IN CHICAGO. 


Funeral Held Today; Business Asso- 
ciates to Officiate. 


George Francis Brown; retiréd from the 
Pullman company, of which he formerly was 
treasurer, died early yesterday morning at 
the Calumet club. His death was not unex- 
pected, he having suffered a long time from 
heart trouble, which forced his retirement 
from active business two years ago. His son, 
Charles Edward Brown, was at his bedside. 

Mr. Brown was torn in Chicago on the site 
now occupied by the Newberry library, Oct. 
1, 1843. In 1861 he entered the army as chief 
clerk in the quartermaster’s department, sfa- 
tioned at Nashville, and remained there un- 


tik 1866. 


Entered Service of Railways. 


He entered railroad service in July, 1867, 
being connected with the Memphis, Clarks- 
ville and Louisville, and later went to Wash- 


‘ington, D. C., as representative of the IIIi- 


nois Central, settling war claims against the 
government. 

When he entered the Pullman company, in 
1871, Mr. Brown was assistant to the general 
superintendent and became general superin- 
tendent in 1880. Five years later he became 
general manager, 3 position he held until 
1905, when he was made treasurer. In two 
years he retired. 

Mr. Brown married Miss Catherine Weger 
of Philadelphia at Franklin, Ky. He is sur- 
vived by two sons, Charies Edward Brown 
of Lake Forest and George Francis Brown, 
now of Yale.

„ Nat Moore first became known from his 
early display of skill at golf. when he was a 
member.of the Lake Geneva Country chub. 

At 16 years of age he gave Waker Egan. 
cousin and rival of the redoubtable Chandler, 
many a close rub on the links, and often 
reached the semi-finals in important tourna- 
ments. : 

“Nat” was easily the best golfer who 
played regularly at Lake Geneva. He be- 
longed as well to Exmoor, Onwentsie, and 
Chicago, and ordinarliy played on the Ex- 
moor team. In his younger days he went to 
school at Asheville, N. C., and there and at 
Lake Geneva developed golf skill of a high 
class brand. He won numerous prizes 
at tournaments about Chicago. It had been 
his misfortune, however, to encounter Wal- 
ter Egan, ofttimes Lake Geneva rival. 

In the national amateur championship at 
Glen View in 1902 Moore qualified, and ig the 
first round defeated Prof. J. G. Thorp of 
Cambridge, Mass., by 3 and 1, but in the sec- 
ond round met Walter Egan, and Egan won, 
3 and 2. Later that fall, in the western ama- 
teur championship at Wheaton, Moore did 
exceptionally good work, reaching the semi- 
finals after putting out some good players.

Novel Roof Garden. 


FINE QUARTERS FOR POLICE. 


Gymnasium and Dormitories Planned 
by Schuettler. 


Chicago is to have in its new central police 
station a lockup such as prison reform- 
ers and sociologists have dreamed of. Its 
sunshiny cells and airy roof garden will seem 
a foretaste of heaven to the denizens of the 
levee, who have been accustomed to the dim 
and damp dungeons of Harrison street and 
It will be a sanitarium 
where “drunks may recuperate comfort- 
ably—and perhaps repent. 

It will be a policeman’s paradise,“ a sta- 
tion rivaling in luxury the best social and 
athletic clubs of the city. It will be an ath- 
letic headquarters that will turn out brawny 
men. Not the least of its distinctions is the 
fact that it has been planned from top to 
bottom by a Chicago policeman, Assistant 
Chief Herman F. Schuettler. 

The eight story bullding for which the 
city budget has provided $600,000, to be 
erected at Madison street and the river, will 
do away with the Harrison street station, 
central detail, and the patrol stables.

All the cells, 150 in number, will be on the top 
floor, none in the basement, where hitherto they 
have been placed as a matter of course. 

The cells will be flooded with sunlight through 
heavy glass roofs. 

The roof will be fitted up as an exercise yard 
for prisoners. It will be surrounded with a high 
wall and divided into sections for various classes 
and sexes of offenders. 

Special attention will be given to drunks,“ who 
form a majority of police prisoners. There will be 
ene padded cell and many others, so arranged 
that those confined cannot hang themselves, batter 
their heads against the bars, or otherwise injure 
themselves. The celle will be lined with wire 
netting. . 

A gymnasium, swimming pool, shooting gallery, 
running track, and shower baths will be provided 
for patrolmen. 

A city talloring department will make all uni- 
forms for policemen. The cost to the men will be 
lens and the variations in cut and color that now 
exist will be done away with. 

There will be a squadroom for 174 plain 
clothes men, quarters for 500 central detail po- 
licemen, and dormitories for fifty men, 

There will be rifie racks, vaults for the valuable 
documents of the bureau of identification, and 
private offices for high officials. 


Schuettler Gives His Reascns. 


The ideas that inspired Chief Schuettler in 
planning the building as he has done were 
explained by him yesterday. 

„During recent years the spirit of humani- 
tarianism has been felt in jail building.“ he 
said. ‘‘ This spirit should be most manifest 
in the construction and operation of police 
stations. Those detained there are merely 
accused of crime. All meh are presumed in- 
nocent until they are proved guilty. Forty 
per cent of police station prisoners are dis- 

missed as soon as their case reaches court. 
They are locked up because they have not the 
money or friends to get out on bail. It not 
only works a decided wrong to them but is a 
loss to the self-respect of the community to 
make them suffer any added humiliation or 
discomfort. 

„ As for the policemen, they spend two- 
thirds of their life at the stations, and some 
of them really have no other homes. The 
better conditions are for them, the better 
service they will give the city. The gymnas- 
tic equipment will add greatly to their gen- 
eral efficiency.”

SERS SHIRT WAIST A “LEVELER’ 


Miss Mary McDowell Says Gar- 
ment Makes Women Kin.“ 


TELLS OF EASTERN STRIKE. 


Trade Union League Hears Address 


and Holds Election. 
* 


Shirtwaists and democracy go together in 
the opinion of Miss Mary E. McDowell of the 
University of Chicago settlement. The aris- 
tocracy of women's clothing is represented by 
the princess gown,’’ she elaborated, while 
tailor made suits and shirtwaists are the 
great levelers that make all women kin.“ 

Miss McDowell reached these conclusions 
after a three weeks’ study of the shirtwaist 


York. The sociologist related her impres- 
sions of the strike at the annual meeting of 
the Women’s Trade Union league, held yes- 
terday at 275 La Salle street. Her sartorial 
philosophy was listened to by 200 working 
girls. 

While democracy is a cardinal tenet of 
every member of the league, it was not in 
evidence at the meeting in the form of shirt- 
waists. The gowns and beplumed hats be- 
spoke the girls’ leaning toward aristocracy 
in dress. Even Miss McDowell, who is vice 
president of the league, wore the aristocratic 
gown. 

She paid a compliment to Mrs. O. H. P. Bel- 
mont and Miss Anne Morgan, daughter of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, for their interest in the 
strike, and said the labor movement at last 
had pointed out how aristocratic women can 
find something useful to do. 


‘‘Remarkable Labor Struggle.” 

“The Women’s Trade Union league of 
New York took hold of this strike when there 
was no one ele able to handle it,“ said Miss 
McDowell. It is one of the most remark- 
able labor struggles in the histöry of the 
country. Nearly 40,000 shirtwaist makers, 
all girls under 24 years, out on strike in a 
gingle city. It is tremendously serious. 

“ Shirtwaists are the great levelers. They 
make for democracy among women. They 
are worn everywhere and by every woman, 
no matter what her social station in life. 

“You wonder where shirtwaists come 
from? They are made by working girls in 
shops operated by steam and electricity and 
the girls are paid from $3 to $9 a week, 
though some experts receive a little more 

Women who live on dividends cannot 
longer be irresponsible and stand idly by 
in struggles of this kind. The injection of 
} suffrage into this strike is a good thing, as 
it aids the women to band together, both for 
industrial and political freedom.“ 


Tells of Chicago Lockout. 

August Bisno of the Garment Workers’ 
union and John Hermann, business agent 
of the Ladies’ Tailors’ union, whose mem- 
bers were locked out by the Chicago firms 
following the holiday rush, spoke of the fight 
made by that organization against the de- 
mand of the employers to return from an 
eight to a nine hour day. 

The league decided to send women speak-

ARREST MAN AS A PANDER 


Prisoner Is Said to Have Sold

Gentry was taken into custody by Detect- 
ives Bowler and Kinder of Assistant Chief 
Schuettler’s office, who found ‘him at his 
residence, 2225 Wabash avenue. They first 
found Walter Gentry, a brother, at 2217 
Wabash avenue, but Miss La Salle was un- 
able to identify him and he later told the 
police his brother had known her in Mem- 
phis, 


Asked Her to Marry Him. 

Miss La Salle was taken to the office of At- 
torney Clifford G. Roe and was questioned 
by him and Assistant State's Attorney Har- 
old, who will aid in the prosecution. She told 
them she was attending high school in Mem- 
phis when she met Gentry. She was intro- 
duced to him at a dancing party in September 
and fell in love.with him.

TOWARD CHICAGO

SHORTAGE MAY END SOON 


Switchmen’s Strike Blamed by 
Railway Officials for Tying 
Up Empty Cars.

Coal dealers and railroad managers yes- 
terday laid the blame of the present coal 
shortage on the switchmen’s strike The 
dealers admitted the coal situation is just 
as acute as it was at any time last week, but 
relief is expected, if there is not a récur- 
rence of intense cold. A slight rise in tem- 
perature is predicted for today. 

Twelve trains on the Chicago and Alton 
railroad are on their way from Bloomington 
with 20,000 tons of coal for Chicago and in- 
termediate points Eight more trainloads 
were expected in Bloomington from the 
bituminous coal flelds for movement today. 

We are expecting more than 400 car- 
loads of coal today,“ said O. S. Lyford, vice 
president of the Chicago and Eastern II- 
nois railroad. ‘“ Uniess there is a recur- 
rence of the cold snap we expect no further 
difficulty In furnishing coal.” 


Cars Tied Up by Strike, 

The refusal of the northern ratiroads to 
accept loaded cars during the switchmen’s 
strike is largely responsibie for the car short- 
age. The loaded cars were tied up on the 
Belt line and were kept out three or four 
weeks when they are usually returned to the 
mines within two weeks. 

The mining in the bituminous coal region 
is usually held back in the absence of cars, 
and many of the mines have been idle. The 
coal is taken from the mines and dumped 
directly into the cars, and if there are no cars 
little work can be done. ) 

It is true also that engines are disabled 
in cold weather and cannot hau) as big 
loads. With reasonably moderate weather 
we expect to be able to haul all the coal that 
is wanted.“ 

An official of the City Fuel company admit- 
ted the coal situation is still serious, but he 
was hopeful that immediate relief was at 
hand. He said the mines are ready to oper- 
ate if cars can be obtained. 


Coal Delivered to Schools. 

Coal was delivered during the day to 106 
public schools, In each case from two to 
three loads of five tons each were delivered 
Engineers in each school marked their esti- 
mates of the quality of the coal on each de- 
livery ticket. 

A report was circulated that some retail 
dealers and brokers were taking advantage 
of the coal shortage by demanding a bonus 
of $1 a ton for the delivery of coal. That 
an advance had been made in the price of 
coal was denied. It was said the dealers 
would pretend to be unable to furnish coa! 
at all until the customer suggested in his 
great need he was willing to pay something 
extra for effective effort on the part of the 
retailer to obtain coal for the order. With 
the promise of a bonus the coal was said to 
be always forthcoming. 


BOY DIES FROM AN INJURY 
RECEIVED IN SNOWBALL WAR. 


Youth Said to Have Been Hit on Head 
by Bottle Thrown by Schoolmate 
Succumbs at Hospital. 


A snowball battle between boys of the 
Drake school resulted fatally yesterday when 
Adolph Knischke, a 12 year old boy, living at 
2839 Vernon avenue, died at Wesley hospital 
from the effects of a fractured skull. 

Fred Krause, 2807 South Park avenue, a 
boy of the same age as the victim, was re- 
sponsible for his playmate’s death, it is 
said, but has not been placed under arrest. 

During a game of pegging snowballs, 
which occurred after school hours within half 
a block of the Knischke residence on the 
afternoon of Dec. 14, the game waxed warm 
and the Krause boy is said to have hurled a 
catsup bottle at young Knischke. 

The Knischke boy, hit by the bottle, fell 
unconscious to the ground and companions 
carried him to his residence. 

The father of the Krause boy at the time 
declared that the Knischke lad first threw 
a tin can at his son.

[CHICAGO TRIBUNE BURBEAU.] 

Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 9.—[Special.J—In an 
effort to avoid a direct challenge to the 
United States to put ite maximum tariff 
into effect, final ratification of Canada's 
treaty with France is to be postponed be- 
yond March 31, when the maximum clause of 
the Aldrich law becomes effective. 

Though lacking direct confirmation from 
those in charge of the Canadian tariff nego- 
tiations, this is accepted here as the ex- 
planation of the continued delay in ratifica- 
tion of the treaty at Paris. Canadian minor 
officials have been expecting ratification at 
any time, but it generally is conceded now 
that Canada hopes to carry through 4 
shrewd diplomatic game which will leave 
to the American government the entire bur- 
den of settling the vexatious question now 
pending between Canada and the United 
States. 

Norris Discusses Situation. 

John Norris, chairman of the paper com- 
mittee of the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ association, arrived in Ottawa today to 
study certain features of paper production 
at the Booth mills. Hise visit is believed to 
have an important bearing upon the pulp- 
wood situation, on which he has conferred 
with the American tariff board several times. 

The maximum tariff either will be ap- 
plied against Canada or will be postponed by 
action of congress, sald Mr. Norris, relative 
to the existing situation. Tariff conditions 
here are such that the maximum rates of 
the Aldrich bill cannot well be avoided by 
Canada. The export duty on pulpwood in 
Quebec is enough to require the maximum 
penalties of the law on paper and pulpwood 
and I do not see how the United States can 
fail to put those rates into effect. The only 
alternative ia action by congress postponing 
the maximum for six or eight months, dur- 
ing which time the Quebec and Ontario reg- 
ulations may be changed. 

Canada Will Ask Free Paper. 


“Canada will not be satisfied now, how- 


ever, with anything short of free paper and 
free pulpwood, in my opinion. The Unfted 
States will find it difficult to meet Canadian 
sentiment in any other way.“ 

The pulpwood situation is recognized on 
this side of the line as threatening imme- 
diate trouble of a serious nature. 

In August, shortly after the passage of the 
Aldrich bill, the United States treasury de- 
partment made a ruling that the retaliatory 
provisions of the paper and pulp section 
should apply only to imports which were the 
product of the crown lands in the provinces. 


MADRIZ GIVES UP HIS HOPE 
FOR IMMEDIATE PEACE TALK. 


Nicaraguan President, Asking New 
Envoy to Replace Gen. Diaz, Fears 
Negotiations Will Bear Little Fruit.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan, 9.—[{Special. } 
President Madrig fears that the hopes of 
peace with Estrada have faded greatly be- 
cause of the drowning of Gen. Diaz, who had 
been dispatched by the revolutionary leader 
as an envoy to the Nicaraguan capital. 

President Madriz has cabled Gen. Estrada 
at Bluefields that he is willing to receive a 
peace envoy in place of Gen. Dias, but he 
fears the substitute will be a Liberal and 
more difficult to deal with than the drowned 
envoy would have been. : 

The president expects éither Francisco 
Moreira or Emileo Espanosa will be sent 
here by Estrada. Both these men are Lib- 
erals. 

Following the news that Gen. Chamorro has 
gathered the ultra conservative followers of 


Estrada into a separate army and started an | 


independent revolution, the intelligence 
reaches here that the Chamorro forces are 
advancing upon the Chontales district. Ma- 
drin has garrisoned the mountain passes to 
cut off Gen. Chamorro’s advance and a battle 
may be fought near Acoyapa or Chontales. 

The president has confirmed the illegality 
of the execution of Cannon and Groce, the 
two Americans shot, and declares he wii 
proceed at Once with the prosecution of those 
persons responsible for the executions. He 
will omit ex-President Zelaya, however, for 
the reason that Zelaya’s name is not men. 
tioned in the records of the proceedings of 
the court martial.

We can only understand what we can 
see from the window here and we san oe

In 
other words, it is a matter of psychology 
and not of intelligence or ability. 


Peasant Still Aloof. 


Social conditions are such in Hungary that 
the peasant does not yet feel himself a part 
of the modern state. Even his superiors 
in many ways still cling tenaciously to cer- 
tain periods of the past which appeal pri- 

arily to their imagination and their emo- 
ton. he other day I was in the house of a 
well Hungarian, a member of parliia- 
ment and a descendent of an old noble fam- 
fly. His talk and his songs were of the 
days when Prince Rakocsy, nearly 200 years 
ago, fought for the freedom of his country. 
The two most prized possessions in his 
house were sculptures of Kurtcz soldiers. 
From his wardrobe he took out his cere- 
monial robes, which, he told me with pride, 

were made after the fashion of the days of 
makecey. and this is the dress which he 
wears on state occasions, perhaps attending 
the function in the newest style automobile. 

The Hungarian peasant is not yet able to 
take that part in the government of his 
country to which his ability and intelligence 
entitle him. The extension of the franchise 
is one of the fundamental questions today 
before the house of parliament, and one of 
the burning issues between the kingdom and 
its king. Whether it is for the interest of 
any nation that there should be qualifica- 
tions for the electorate, either of property, 
income, or mental equipment, is a question 
that each country must settle inits own way, 
but the fact remains that the franchise in 
Hungary today 18, by comparison with ours, 
extremely narrow, 80 narrow that it ex- 
cludes à large class that with us would be 
considered highly valuable and important. 
For a large percentage of the men behind the 
plow and with the dinner pail in Hungary 
cannot vote. 


Franchise Restrictions Vary. 


Not only is there nothing approaching uni- 
wersal franchise, but the franchise varies in 
different counties, a fact which has given rise 
to a belief in certain foreign observers of 
Hungary that it has been arranged with a 
view of emphasizing the number of electors 
in the purely Magyar counties and of dimin- 
ishing them in non- Magyar counties. 

One of the most interesting features of the 


ifranchise is the fact that descendants of 


certain classes of nobility, no matter what 
their income or taxable property may be, are 
allowed te vote who otherwise would be de- 
nied franchise. This is especially true in the 
Szekler county of Csik, where the people 
were once largely nobles, but today are poor 
peasants. 

‘The extension of the school system and of 
the electoral franchise would result in a 
great change in the Magyar peasantry. These 
two factors would at once bring them into 
touch with the modern world of thought in a 
wdy which has never been possible,. for them 
before. Their backward condition in these 
two respects has not only resulted in keep- 
ing the Magyar peasant in close touch with 
the past but has, above all, prevented the 
rise of a great, ree intelligent middle 
class.

Z. S. McCullough Says Indiana, in Ad- 
dition to Other States, Wiil Be 
Legal Battleground.

We write this morning of Seven Days,“ 
of which it may be said that it is a farce by 
Mrs. Mary Roberts Rinehart and Avery Hop-

The total 
production for the year 1909 was 25,775,- 
000 tons, a marked increase over the 
15,986,018 tons of 1908 and almost reach- 
ing the high water mark of 25,781,361 
recorded in 1907. With ‘nineteen new 
blast furnaces under construction or 


output of 2,650,000 tons is expected to be 
available during the year, the outlook is 
extremely favorable for a record showing 
when the twelve months are ended. Plans

‘CAMPAIGNING IN BRITAIN. 
The fight of the peers against the 


| budget is ended. Their leaders chafe in 


vain under the restriction which bars 
members of the house of lords from 
further participation in the . campaiga 
after the election writs are issued—as 
they will be today. They have com- 
plained bitterly of the “ heckling” which 


| has prevented them from getting a fair 


hearing when they have attempted to de- 
fend the course of the upper chamber. 
In many instances they have found it 
practically impossible to speak. If a 
rhetorical question has been asked an- 
swers have come by the score. If a peer 
has lost his temper the crowd has en- 
joyed the situation all the more. The 
inexperienced in campaigning who has- 
tened to take the stump so quickly re- 
pented of their rashness that the retreat 
of these valorous peers was described in 
doggerel about Ten Little Noblemen” 
after the style of the familiar Ten 


Little Injun Boys.” 


The eloquence of one orator was 
checked by great cheering as a pole was 
raised aloft bearing a rudely carved tur- 
nip head, surmounted by a red and white 
eoronet,. a placard announcing this to be 
“The Firstborn.” In some instances or- 
derly meetings have been turned into 
bedlam in an instant by some sort of in- 
terruption, ‘advocates of one party en- 
gaging in a shouting contest with adher- 
ents of the other, the pandemonium last- 
ing for several minutes at a time. Angry 
speakers, shouting at the top of their 
voices, have made no headway against 
the mob. Fist fights in which the orator 
had a part are reported. Evidently the 
appeal to the people is turning out dif- 
ferently than the peers had expected. 

One newspaper comments unfaverably 
upon the methods used to break up meet- 
ings, but in another column calls atten- 
tion to its year book as “ just the thing 
for hecklers,” being “of convenient size 
for the pocket” and having all the need- 
ed data for asking questions. One gov- 
ernment meeting was protected by a 
heavy timber barricade erected on both 
sides of the street from which the pav- 
ing stones have been removed to permit 
solid. construction, and all ticket holders 


were compelled to pass this barrier in 


long procession requiring two hours for 


it to get into the meeting hall. 


For the peace of mind of the peers it 
is probably just as well that the issuance 
of the election writs brings a compulsory 
pause in hostilities. 


A BAKERY OUTRAGE. 

The old plight of those who asked for 
bread and got a stone is represented in 
the case of Miss Lena B. Kemp of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., who is suing a baking 


company of that city for the loss of one 


of her submaxillary teeth. According to 
her complaint Miss Kemp, while rumi- 
nating upon a slice of bread, bit on 4 
stone, geological period not known, with 
the result above mentioned. For the loss 
of the tooth, the interruption of her train 
of thought, humiliation, and general dis- 
tress, she asks damages of 82,000. The 
incident may have some bearing upon 
the present high cost of living. If bakers 


insist on loading their bread with stones’ 


the cost of the latter must undoubtedly 
add to the cost of the bread. Even 
ordinary gravel is dear just now, and 
after it is sifted and washed sufficiently 
to be fit for the baker's use its cost runs 
into money. „ 

OPERA COMIQUE NOT WANTED. 

The attempt to establish a home for 
“pera comique in New York City has 
been abandoned. Although good works 
of this class were given regularly at two 
theaters there, the public did not patron- 
ine them and the season was brought to 
an inglorious end. It would, therefore, 
appear that theatergoers do not care for 
anything in the music line between the 
so-called musical comedy of the day and 
grand opera. 

A generation ago, before the musical 
comedy,-or review,“ was invented, com- 
ic opera as exemplified by the work of 
Strauss, Lecoq, and Offenbach, wedded 
to appropriate themes and words, had 
an immense vogue. In Paris some of

Offenbach, an exam- 
ple of this being Ludovie Malevy, who 
died only a year or two ago, a member 
of the French academy.

exhaustive manner the various ports, harbors, ship- 
yards, etc., in France, Italy, Germany, Austria, Great 
Britain, and Scandinavia} visiting them as an expert 
newspaper writer who had made a study of such mat- 
ters, and being treated as such by the people to whom 
he went for information, who were in every case whol- 
ly ignorant of the fact that he was the future king of 
Belgium. 

That he should have been able to preserve his in- 
cognito so successfully was due to the fact that unzil 
his accession the other day his appearance, though tol- 


erably familiar in Belgium, was comparatively unknown | 


abroad. Moreover, his glasses and the diversity of the 
manner of arranging his beard, which he now has 
shaved off, rendered it sometimes difficult even for his 


‘own fellow countrymen to recognize him abroad When 


traveling about alone, without any attendant, as a re- 
porter. 

Albert has not yet shown the same taste for yachting 
which was so marked a characteristic of the late king. 
But he surpasses him in his determination to rend ar 
Belgium a maritime power, and may be relied upon 
to emulate the exampie of Emperor William, at auy 
rate insofar as the ¢reation of a great mercantile navy 
is concerned. 

— * 

Everybody has heard by this time of the story ho¥v 
King Gustave of Sweden masq:ieraded as a stevedo-e 
at Stockholm, and helped for a day to load and unload 
shipping, with the object of acquainting himself with 
the conditions of which the stevedores complain dy 
getting into actual touch with the men, though it is dif- 
ficult to understand how he can have escaped detec- 
tion, with his tall stature, narrow sloping shoulders, 
glasses, and marked features, which must be known 0 
every man, woman, and child in his capital, and which 
are sufficient to betray him anywhere. 

But what is not generally known is the fact that King 
George of Greece twenty and twenty-five years ago used 
to take part in amateur athletic sports under the in- 
cognito of George Papadoulos.” Like his sailor son 
and namesake George and like his brother, Prince 
Waldemar of Denmark, he was from early boyhool 
devoted to sports, and was particularly adept in wres- 
tling and jumping. In wrestling in particular he had 
all sorts of tricks and knacks which gave him a vie- 
tory over men whose superiority of weight and muscle 
led them to imagine that he could be easily defeated by 
them. 

There is no country in the world where there are 
so many popular holidays as in Greece, and where con- 
sequently so little real work is done; and holidays are 
invariably signalized, especially in the rural districts 
and in the small towns, by amateur sports, including 
footraces, throwing the discus, and wrestling. 

Greece is of all the kingdoms of Europe the most 
backward in the matter of.railway communication and 
of even ordinary roads. The intercourse of the Oe" 
and villages of the interior with the capital alw 
has been exceedingly small, and thus the personal ap- 
pearance of George was relatively unknown to his sub- 
jects, save those among whom he had lived at Ath- 
ens, and in the district immediately around his country 
seat in the neighborhood of the capital. He was able, 
therefore, to participate in these amateur sports in 
the villages and towns of the interior without much 
danger of recognition. 

But his adventures in this connection were brougnt 
to a close through the following experience. It seems 
that at one small fair he as usual defeated all comers 
in wrestling contests. Unfortunately for him, there 
were among those present people who had witness 54 
his prowess in other towns and villages; of the prov- 
ince and the fact that he should be traveling about from 


one place to anather for the sole purpose of takinz’ 


part in wrestling contests led them to believe that 
he was a professional masquerading as an amateur, 
and thus winning all the prizes under false pretenses. 
This was speedily noised about, naturally found 
favor with those he had bested, and instead of meeting 
with a demonstration he became an object of popular 
hostility. Indeed, he was subjected to so severe a mob- 
bing, the Greeks being hot headed, that he was obliged 
to appeal to the police for protection, and to reveal th? 
fact that George Papadoulos, the champion amat2ur 
Wrestler, was no other than King George of Greec:. 
That put an end to all further participation in the 
amateur sports of his people. That he took the les- 


son to heart was shown when ho declined to allow any 


of his sons to take part in the Olympian games a few 
years ago at Athens otherwise than as starters and as 
judges. 

‘ — 

Among the mourners at the funeral of the late king 
of the Belgians, was Baron Arthur, Eppinghoven, who 
took part in the obsequles as the representative of the 
reigning duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha. Holding the 
office of honorary master of the household of the duke 
he attracted more attention than would have been war- 
ranted by his office, owing to the fact that he was a 
half-brother of the dead monarch. 

He was one of the two sons born to King Leopold I. 
by Arcadie Meyer, the favorite of the first ruler of the 
Belgians in the closing years of his life, and who on 
his death was mobbed by the people of Brussels ani 
made the object of even much more intense popular 
execration than Baroness Vaughan. 

Leopold I. obtained from Duke Ernest of Saxe-Cobu:¢ 
the title of Barons Eppinghoven for his two boys vy 
Arcadie Meyer, and when they grew up the duke at- 
tached them to his household. One of them, Baron 
George Eppinghoven, died in 1904. He was master of 
the horse to Duke Ernest of Saxe-Coburg. Baron Ar- 
thur Eppinghoven, I believe, is married to an American 
woman whom he met on the Riviera, where he is ac- 
customed to sperid the winters. 

1 

Although plenty of mention has been made of the 
two sons of King Leopold II. by Baroness Vaughaa, 
named Lucien and Philippe, respectively, little atten- 
tion has been accorded to the fact that three months 
aga, the baroness presented him with a third ehild, a 
girl, born at the chateau of Balaincourt, which is within 

motoring distance of Paris. 

The late king’s favorite chauffeur, named Marcel, was 
well known to the Belgian and French police as an aa- 
arehist, Leopold used to take a pleasure in always 
adéressing the man as “ comrade,” or, as it is in French, 

“compagnon,” that is to say, employ the formula whith 
the anarchists used in addressing one another, and was 
fond of having long chats with the man, in which. ai! 
sorts of subjects, including politics, were discussed. On 
one of these occasions Marcel exclaimed: * am 
convinced anarcho-socialist.” 3 

“So am I,” genially responded Leopold. Only my 
position as king does not permit me Publicly to ac- 
knowledge the fact.”

BOON TO LAND IT RULES. 


Plant Carried by Xerxes Into 
Greece Thrives in Nearly. 
Every. Clime. 


Just as corn is the prevailing crop tn Hu- 
nols and Iowa and cotton is the staple in the 
south, alfalfa rules in the west, with strong 
indications that its region of ‘sovereignty 
may be extended. Alfalfa, therefore, In ad- 
dition to being prince regent of the west, is 
believed by many to be heir presumptive to 
the thrones of the other agricultural mon- 
archs, King Corn and King Cotton. 

King Corn has boasted loudly of his enor- 
mous wealth and of the fact that he rules 
over some of the best farms in the United 
States, but he is charged with being wasteful 
and with impoverishing the land. The same 
accusation is laid up against King Cotton, 
but the adherents of the new claimant for 
honore have proofs that he enriches every 
acre where his rule is established. 

The advent of alfalfa in the irrigated re- 
gione has been hailed ag the greatest agri- 
cultural event of a century, for there is 
nothing else that will give such quick, per- 
manent returns, and there jis nothing else 
that will so enrich the soil at the same time 
that it gives an abundant harvest. 


Yields a Quick Return. 

In the majority of cases the settier must 
get some profits from his land as quickly as 
possible. He may be planning to put im an 
orchard, but an immediate income is im- 
perative, and for this reason, four times out 
of five, he plants alfalfa. «There is nothing 
for which the market is steadier and safer 
end there is nothing else that gives back to 
the soll more than it takes away. 

The worked-out farms of New England are 
mute witnesses to the evils of older methods 
of farming, and the movement of the wheat 
producing center from the east to the ex- 
treme west shows how the area of depleted 
soll been extending toward the Pacific 
coast. t is well known that every cereal 
exhausts the soil. A bulletin issued at the 
University ef Illinois shows that the yield 
in the heart of the corn belt decreased 
from seventy bushels an acre to twenty-seven 
bushels where nothing but corn was planted 
for thirty consecutive years. The agricul- 
tural authorities, therefore, have warned the 
farmers throughout the corn growing dis- 
trict that they must rotate crops and use 
numerous precautions, otherwise their flelds 
will become exhbeusted and worthiess within 
a few more years. 

No such warning has ever been issued to the 
growers of alfalfa. There is a field of alfalfa 
near the City of Mexico that is said to have 
teen cropped constantly for 300 years, dur- 
ing which time it never has been re-seeded. 
In half that time the farms of the eastern 
states, in many instances, have been reduced 
to a condition of practical worthlessness, but 
‘there has been ho complaint of depreciation 
from the Merian field, where the yield is 
just as steady and as sure as it was a cen- 


tury or two ago. 


Last Almost Forever. 

Given the proper climate, soil, and plenty 
of water and it is believed by some that a 
Meld of alfalfa will last almost forever.

ever grown in the west on irrigated land,“ 
said Mr. Shearer. It i# almost a perfectly 
balaneed ration for dairy cows. The plants 
require three years to reach their maximum 
yield and are then good for at least twenty 
Fears.“ 

The seed that is to be used for this colony 
Was furnished by Prof. B. C. Buffum, former- 
ly director of the Wyoming state experiment 
station at Laramie, Prof. Buffum is now 
devoting his attention to raising pure bred 
seeds at Worland, Wyo. He has upward of 
forty varieties of alfalfa wen which he is 
experimenting and is working along pio- 
neer nes in developing the best plants ac- 
cording to ecientific principles. A peculiarity 
of seed of this sort is that it can be taken 
fscom a northern climate to the south, but it 
is impossible to reverse this operation. Seed 
from southern plante prove unsuccessful in 
the north. 


Seeks Variety for Cold Climate. 


In order to obtain a variety of alfalfa that 
would withstand the rigors of a northern cil: 
mate Prof. Niele Ebbezen Hansen, an ggri- 
cultural explorer in the employ of the de- 
partment of agriculture, made three trips 
to Europe and Asia. Part of the time he 
was in the northern part of Siberia, 1,000 
miles from a railroad, and endured much 
hardship in order to bring back seeds of a 
yellow flowered alfalfa that thrives in a re- 
gion where the subsoil is perpetually frogen. 

It may be significant that the bones of 
frozen mammoths are found in the same lo- 
eality, for there must have been ample forage 
where these giant beasts once foamed. Ordi- 
narily the flowers of the alfalfa plant are 
about the color of the violet. It is belleved 
that the unusual yellow flowered variety will 
be useful in the colder, drier parts of the 
northwest where the ordinary alfalfa is win- 
ter killed. There are other varieties that 
have power to withstand conditions in hot, 
dry climates, while some do best in the irri- 
gated regions. 

A long season variety has been introduced 
from Peru and has bees tried with much suc- 
cess at Yuma, Ariz. This variety grows 
rapidiy and makes a quick recovery after 
cutting, consequently there are one or two 
more cuttings every year than is ordinarily 
the case, the yield at each cutting is larger, 
and the hay is of high quality. This variety 
can be grown to advantage only in the irri- 
gated regione of the southwest, as it must 
have plenty of water and cannot stand much 


rost. This variety\ is being tested at the 
En station near the headquarters of 


reclamation service at Yurna, and its 
speed of growth has caused much surprise. 


Thrives in Nearly All Climes. 
For universality of growth under all con- 
ditions it is doubtful if alfaifa has any su- 
perior. It thrives on a clay hillside at Medi- 
cine Hat and is found in the flelds pf southern 
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Africa and South America. It is a staple 
forage plant in parts ada, although the 
yield is nowhere near as large asin the south- 
ern states, where there ts plenty of water. 
In practically every latitude it is the standby 
that has helped make a success of the irri- 
gated farms. 

The root growth of alfalfa, which is some- 
times called “ lucerne,” is one of the won- 
ders of the plant world. According to one of 
the officials of the department of agriculture 
alfalfa roots were found lu the roof of a tun- 
nel 129 feet below the surface of the field. 
This field was in Nevada and the fact is re- 
ported by F. D. Coburn, secretary of the Kan- 


‘gas department of agriculture. Whenever a 


railroad cut is made through an alfalfa field | 
the roots are found at unusual depths, where 
they have penetrated in the search for water. 

The use of commercial fertilizer hak’ de- 
creased since the discovery of the peculiar 
properties of the plant family to which alfalfa 
belongs. Alfalfa, as well as clover and a few 
other plants, captures nitrogen from the air 
and deposits it in the soil, where it is stored 
up until used for succeeding crops that take 
more than they give. Theshipping of nitrates 
was the foundation for an immense business 
not many years ago, but since the growing of 
alfalfa has became popular the corporation in 
control of the nitrate fields has been little 
heard of. Fields are no longer built up en- 
tirely by the use of chemical products—c 
rotations are practiced instead and eith 
clover or alfalfa or some other member of the 
same group will be depended on to restore 
the soll to its full value. 


* Problems to Be Solved. 


The advisability of planting alfalfa in the 
humid regions of the Mississippi valley is de- 
clared by authorities to be open to question. 
Several problems bearing on this point re- 
main to be solved before the uss of alfaifa 
east of the arid regions will be advised. For 
one thing it has been found that seed from 
plants grown under irrigation cannot be de- 
pended on ina region where thereis a natural 
rainfall. An enthusiast has given the Yollow- 
ing opinion: 

„The cultivation and feeding of alfaifa 
mark the highest development of our modern 
agriculture, Alfalfa is one of nature's choic- 
est gifts to man. It ie the preserver and the 
conserver of the homestead. It is peculiarly 
adapted to a country with a republican gov- 
ernment, for it smiles alike on the rich and 
poor. It does not fall from old age. It loves 
the sunshine, converting the sunbeams into 
gold coins in the pockets of the thrifty hus- 
pandmgn. It is the greatest mortgage lifter 
yet discovered. . 

The alfalfa plant furnishes the protein to 
construct and repair the brains of statesmen. 
It builds up the muscles and bones of the war- 
horse, and gives his. rider sinews of iron. 
Alfalfa makes the hens cackle and the tur- 
keys gobble, It inducés the pigs to squeal! and 
grunt with satisfaction. It causes the con- 
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tented cow to give pailfuls of creamy milk. 
Alfalta softens the disposition of the colt and 
hardens his bones and muscles. It fattens 
lambs as no other feed and a 
clip that is a veritable golden fleece. 

“ Al transforms the upiand farm from 
a somet waste of gu clay banks to a 
fertile meadow rich with plant foad. It drin 
for water, working 365 days in the year with- 
out any recompense from man, The labor it 
performs in penetrating the subsoil is enor- 
mous. No other agricultural plant leaves the 
soll in such good physical condition as alfalfa, 
It pro ts beneath the surface of the earth 
and brings her setae treasures to the light 
of day.“ 


Oldest Plant Knownto Man. 


Another believer in the plant said: 

„ Alfalfa is the oldest plant known to man 
and it is the most valuable forage plant ever 
discovered. It has not been appreciated in 
the eastern part of the United States until 
within the last few years. Now we are grow- 
ing it successfully in every state of the union. 
Two weeks ago I obtained a picture of a fleld 
in South Carolina that waesowed more than 
sixty-nine years ago. All over the west there 
are thousands of flelds of alfalfa that were 
sowed twenty-five years ago and are still 
yielding large crops. In Wisconsin alfalfa 
yields three crops of hay a year and in Texas 
four and five large crops. In southern Cali- 
fornia, below sea level, where frost is un- 
known, alfalfa is cut eleven times during the 
year. In southern Texas it is cut nine times 
K year. 

“ Alfalfa does set hend the soll. Nitro- 
gen is the soll's most Important element and 
the one most likely to give out: the one the 
farmer is called upon to replenish first. Al- 
falfa does not ask the farmer for nitrogen at 
all, because it gets its nitrogen out of the 
atmosphere. Four-fifthe of the atmosphere 
consists of nitrogen. Ordinarily plants can- 
not make use of that nitrogen at dll, but the 
roots of alfalfa will leave in the soll eight or 
ten times as mich nitrogen as was there be- 
fore. The farmer wha plants alfalfa, clever 
or peas does not have to get nitrogen from 
the fertilizer factories.”’ 

Mills have been established at numerous 
points in the irrigated areas for the purpose 
of grinding alfalfa hay into meal. The meal ig 
then mixed with various things, including 
molasses, and finds a ready market as feed. 
The meal has been found to be cheaper than 
the hay when used as feed in distant cities, as 
it can be shipped in the most compact form 
possible.

Much higher 
prices for futures were scored, top levels 
for the season being registered for all 
months, but the last few days the lower 
cash prices, slow milling demand, and large 

receipts caused holders to weaken 


in their position, making for a sharp decline 
Friday and Saturday. The transfer of the 


big red winter wheat holdings of James A. 
Patten to millers was the big feature of the 
week end trade, about 700,000 bu being sold 
at 12@18c premium over the May. This 
was not regarded generally as a bullish fac- 
tor. Closing prices for the week were {@%c 
to 2c higher, May scoring the greatest ad- 
vance. 
Domestic Prices on High Basis. 

With domestic wheat prices at the present 
go far above our exporting competitors, any 
export business of consequence except in the 
Shape of flour is out of the question, so that 
the trade to a large extent is in a position to 
ignore the foreign situation. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact, Argentine news, which has 
been of a bullish character, exerted a big 
influence on domestic markets the last week. 
It now seems assured that the Argentine 
will have a crop at least no larger than a year 
ago, while some estimates place the export- 
able surplus at 16,000,000 bu less than a 
year ago, at 80,000,000 bu. Under ordinary 
conditions this would cause big upturns in 
all markets, but at present the big Russian 
surplus, which is estimated at 280,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 bu, with a total world’s crop es- 
timated at 373,000,000 bu more than a year 
ago, promises to counteract the effect of the 
damage in the South American country. 


World’s Exports Are Large. 

European stocks will be replenished also by 
Uderal offerings from India and Australia, 
which shipped last week 808,000 and 1,616,000 
bu respectively. Total world exports for the 
week were estimated at 10,00,0000 bu, or 
about 3,000 000 bu larger than the correspond- 
ing week last year. Europeans stocks are on 
a fairly normal basis and a fair increase is 
expected in on passage stocks for the week. 


While a complete survey of the foreign sit- 


uation, even admitting the extreme claims of 
Argentine damage, does not appear to be 
startlingly bullish, European markets as a 
rule showed a much firmer tone during the 
week, particularly the English exchanges. 
Late Russian reports were a little more bull- 
ish in regard to the growing crop outlook. 
but generally the condition of the crop in all 
countries is excellent. 


Primary Receipts Are Liberal. 

One of the most significant domestic de- 
velopments was the large volume cf primary 
receipts, notwithstanding the fact that rali- 
road conditions were adverse to a free move- 
ment of grain in all directions. The total 
receipts at all western points for the week 
were 4,206,000 bu, compared to a total of 
2,203,000 bu a year ago, an increase of nearly 
100 per cent. With milder weather prevail- 
ing it is expected that receipts wi’! show a 
big increase this week. 

The year started out as if there was to be 
@ big demand for all kinds of wheat from the 
milis, but as soon as the wheat taken in by 
commission houses on December deliveries 
was placed the inquiry dwindled to small 
proportions and premiums began to work 
sharply relative to the futures. Monday 
No. 1 northern sold at 363% over the May, 
while Saturday it was offered at Ide over, 
with only a moderate inquiry. The Water- 
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ale Lines. 

Business conditions opened the new year 
on a sound basis, and the volume of new 
commitments to come to light during the 
last week, weather conditions considered, 
wae gratifying. Manufacturers and jobbers 
were desirous of disposing of all old busi- 
ness on thelr books and they extended 
themselves to accomplish this, although 
storms and blizzards greatly interfered with 
the movement of supplies. 

Retailers and consumers of dry 
house furnishings, furniture, clothing, and 
footwear had the announcements of higher 
prices established by manufacturers to spur 
them on into anticipating future wants with- 
out waiting to rest up after the holiday rush, 
and jobbers reported an excellent showing 
of buyers. New lines of spring and sum- 
mer goods were also thrown on the market 
and there were additional contributions to 
the displays of fall and winter merchandise, 
most of them being for delivery in Septem- 
ber and later. 

Inventory work progressed in wholesale 
grocery houses, and as was expected the 
accumulations of staple goods to be un- 
covered” proved of unusually insignificant 
proportions. Higher prices were announced 
for gallon apples, canned fish, sugars, and 
coffees, and the market for all canned 
vegetables, cereals, and teas was supported 
at a firm level, with many commodities 
showing a well defined upward tendency. 

Increased labor was employed in iron and 
wood working lines and makers of farm 
implements, shoes, and furniture had much 
advanced work on their hands, Orders 
for future deliveries of electric supplies, 
specia] machinery, and heavy hardware were 
particularly liberal, and there was a broader 
outlet for raw hides, leather, minor metals, 
and lumber. Building materials also met 
with a brisk demand and the outputs of 
planing mills were closely absorbed. 

Firm values and the booking of sub- 
etantial tonnages were features of the pig 
iron market, and further larger contracts 
for rails, plates, bars, and structural plates 
were placed. Railroads were good buyers 
of track supplies and other equipment, and 
the foundries, forges, and steel mills were 
kept busy, with sufficient work in sight to 
insure continued activity for some time to 
come.

* God who was known by man would 
therewith cease to be God,” Prof. George B. 
Foster asserted in a sermon on The New 
God,” delivered yesterday in Third Unitarian 
church. 

He would simply be a part of the world, 
he went on, a part that man puts along- 
side the other parts of the world, and could 
use as he uses all the other instruments of 
his life. 
man out and above himself. no longer fill 
the soul with great creative impulses, no 
longer become to man the infinite aspiration, 
hunger, and thirst of his soul. 

‘ore, the new God is Life which un- 
consciously comes to man. The new God 
is the power of the unfathomable, the un- 
searchable which yet does not confront man 
as foreign and remote, which fortifies human 
nature in its depths, which becomes living 
in man himself. 

“The new God redeems man from the God 
who never lets man himself come to himself 
as the prodigal did because he, this old God, 
was said to be the cause of all the effects 
taking place in the world. 


All Living Gods Are True. 

Ot this new God there is only an inner ex- 
perience. This new God is not an illusion, not 
a creation of the fantasy, but man's inner- 
most, truest being. 

Men once debated as to whether their 
gods were true or false. But in the new pan- 
theon of humanity all gods are true that are 
living, because life itself is the truth. The 
God of a negro's brain is true. The God of 
an Indian savage is true. The gods of poly- 
theism and monotheism are true. 

“ And therefore there is no longer room in 
our new world for fanaticism and for the vio- 
lence with which one forces his God upon 
another. There is room only for a free ex- 
pression on the part of all men of what each 
one sees, and a mutual fertilization of that 
which each self experiences within its own 
being of God and the world. 

“God man! So spoke the pious Christian 
once when he would give a word and a name 
to his deepest religious experience. But this 
experience more and more vanished from him 
and only the name remained, and men held 
the symbol instead of the life. 


Tenet of Vicarious Suffering. 
“This sacred word held good no longer of 
every member of their great social whole. It 
was restricted to the one person who was 
said to have suffered for them everything 


which should have been a matter of their 


most intimate and personal life. 

“God man! 80 will again speak the man 
today. But he says it to seek a name for 
his life’s great mystery, for his own name- 
lesenegs, his own unsbarchableness. And if 
God became man in the old symbol of the 
church, now man becomes God. But, man 
go becoming, no longer seems to himself to 
be the old known with which he was so long 
familiar, but to be the eternally unknown 
to his own self. 

“This man instead of being created life 
becomes a new creator. This new man can 
pray with the devout mystic to his god: ‘I 
am as great as thou, thou art as little as I. 
Or with another mystic: ‘The eye with 
5 God sees me is the eye with which 

I see God. If God were not I would not be, 
and if I were not God would not be.“
